Introducing Robert Cohen 

Robert Cohen, the noted American Special 
Correspondent, was vacationing in Moscow 
when NBC asked him to film the group of 
American students that went to China. Not 
knowing whether he would even be allow¬ 
ed to take films, he decided to risk it and 
set off on a 9-day, 6000-mile journey on the 
Trans-Siberian Railway. Arriving in Peking 
he was surprised to find the Chinese willing 
to let him film everything in sight. 

Mr. Cohen received his M.A. in Motion 
Pictures at UCLA in 1954. He served in the 
United States Army as a television director. 
Fort Monmouth, and as a newsreel camera¬ 
man, SHAPE Headquarters in Paris. While studying for his Doctorate in 
Social Psychology at the Sorbonne, he visited Moscow during the World 
Youth Festival. There he was assigned by NBC to take films in China. The 
first American to film Red China, Robert Cohen has also made international

prizewinning documentary and entertainment films, and has worked for the 
Associated Press and CBS Television. 

"Inside Red China" 

This is the first eyewitness account of how China's 650,000,000 people 
live today. During a 45-day, 7000-mile tour of China, Mr. Cohen photo¬ 
graphed such usually forbidden things as bridges, jet planes, tanks and the 
inside of a political prison. The undeveloped film was air expressed to New 
York without a single frame being censored, or even seen, by the Com¬ 
munists. 

See Peking, Shanghai, Canton, rebuilding the Great Wall, the giant 
bridge across the Yangtze, Nanking University, Changchung auto plant, 
co-operative farm life, the Sampan dwellers, modern Red Army and Air Force, 
U.S. Korean ''turncoats", modem hospitals, ancient medicine with silver 
needles, new factories, primitive forms of labor. Premier Chou En Lai and 
Dr. Chen — California Tech and Massachusetts Institute rocket expert, now 
head of Peking's Institute of Mechanics; the awe-inspiring National Day 
Parade.

Alan Villiers went to sea in 1919 by sail. 
He whaled in the Antarctic with the first 
Ross Sea Expedition, later joining Captain 
De Cloux in the purchase of the four-masted 
barque, Parma. In 1934 he bought a Danish 
schoolship, renamed her the Joseph Conrad 
and sailed 58,000 miles to all parts of the 
capt. alan villiers world. Appointed Master of the Mayflower, 

he sailed that replica to the U.S.A. in 1957. 
Captain Villiers has commanded ships in the filming of "Moby Dick" 
and "John Paul Jones". In the latter, he helped reconstruct and sailed two 
ancient square-rigged frigates 800 miles across the Mediterranean and 
portrayed two important characters in the film, along with Robert Stack, Bette 
Davis, Charles Coburn, and a huge cast. He is the author of 20 books, includ¬ 
ing "Cruise of the Conrad", "Set of the Sails", "Wild Ocean", and "Quest of 
the Schooner Argus".
